Queensland has sent a letter of protest to the Australian Soccer Federation 


about comments made by national coach Les Scheinflug before the recent 


Under 19 Championships in Canberra. 


The Queensland Soccer 
Federation particularly 
ghlecien to comments by 
Scheinflug in another 
Soccer newspaper. Asked 
if he could name any cer- 
tainties in his squad be- 
fore the Championships, 
the national coach named 
more than half a dozen. 

The QSF is thought to 
have said it believed this 
was the wrong attitude 
from the national coach as 
it had the effect of disillu- 
sioning some players who 
might consider much of 
the squad was already 
selected : for those who 
were named, it could 
have the opposite effect 
on Reiers Making them 
think they were in the 
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team regardless of how 
they performed in Can- 
berra. 

The QSF also sonehy 
criticised Scheinflug for 
statements published in 
AUSTRALIA 
WEEKLY in which he said 
he was not bound by 
selections made by NSW 
coach Ray Smirthwaite. 


Queensland officials 
read into this that 
Scheinflug would look at 
other NSW players AFTER 
the Championships — 
and possibly include 
some in his squad. 

‘We are worried that 
NSW players will get a 
‘second chance’ simply 
because they are in the 
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home State of the national 
coach and will come 
under his eye more,” said 
a QSF spokesman. 

The spokesman went 
on: “If Scheinflug is 

joing to take another 
(ook at players in Sydney, 
we demand_he also re- 
visits other States later in 
the year.” 

Queensland gained on- 
‘ly four places in the Au- 
stralian Youth squad, al- 
though their team was 
undefeated in the Cham- 
pionships, scoring 17 go- 
als and conceding only 
two. NSW, beaten twice 
by Queensland, 4-0 and 4 
- 1, managed to get five 
players into the national 
squad. 


QSF officials said they 
were astounded that a 
team which gave away just 
two goals in five matches 
could get only one defen- 
der into the squad. 


The Queensland 
spokesman fired the fol- 
lowing final broadside: — 

“It is rumoured that 
much of the squad was 
selected by the Friday 
morning during the 
Championships. If this is 
so, and changes are to be 
made later in the year to 
make room for paney 
players, the Youth Cham- 
pionships and the selec- 
tion system would be 
nothing more than a 
farce.”

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After Les Scheinflug’s recent criticism by the QSF (see 
his selections, | contacted the Austra- 
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lian coach at his office at the ASF and he diplomatically told 
us: "They are entitled to their own But I, as national

“T have different opinions and ideas 
to the coach of NSW, Ray Smir- 
thwaite, and I believe that the best 
available players should get the Au- 
stralian shirts. 

“I will continue to communicate 
with coaches all over Australia eve 
day from various States, and will ai- 
ways have the door open for top 
players." 

cheinflug went on to say: “In re- 
gard to the QSF’s letter of protest 
over my selections for the Australian 
Youth squad, well, I’ve got no real 
comment. 

“But look at Liverpool. Year after 
year they grab the English Champion- 
ship and heaps of other trophies, yet 
the England squad is not dominated 
by Liverpool players.

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EDITORIAL 


The resignation of Brian Le Fevre as 
executive director of the Australian Soccer 
Federation is to be regretted. 

Mr Le Fevre has had a most difficult job 
at the ASF since he succeeded lan McAn- 
drew some 13 years ago as secretary of 
that organisation. 

Itis never an easy task to be the top paid 
executive in a Soccer Federation, but in 
Australia it seems the headaches are even 
more severe than in most other.countries. 

Let’s be honest, the one word so often 
missing in the code in this country is ... 
harmony. There are far too many people 
looking after their own petty problems. For 
Years, the ASF had to cope with militant 
administrators in the various State Federa- 
tions. Fortunately, during the Le Fevre 
years much of that animosity was 
smoothed over. 

But there were other problems. A cold 
war has existed for some time between the 
Philips Soccer League and the State 
Leagues. The executive director of the 
national body tried to maintain complete 
neutrality and objectivity in his dealings 
with all and sundry. 

We are told that Brian Le Fevre is unwell 
and his resignation was inspired by his 
physical condition. That should not 
surprise anyone. In 1969, lan McAndrew 
shed no tears when he quit the top job at 
the ASF to go into the world of commerce. 

McAndrew prospered in business. He is 
now boss man for Umbro International in 
this part of the world. His move from the 
ASF proved a winner. 

Let us hope that Brian Le Fevre will also 
go on to bigger and better things. He is too 
young to even consider semi-retirement. 
And no matter what tasks face him in the 
future, he will be able to look back on many 
important achievements during his tenure 
as secretary and executive director of the 
Australian Soccer Federation. 

It seems certain that Le Fevre will be 
succeeded by Brian Emery. We wish the 
new man the best of luck. He has proved, 
quite recently too, that he is ready to 
tackle even the most difficult assignment. 
When the World Youth Championships 
were dropped in Brian Emery’s lap, it was 
a most demanding task. A lesser adminis- 
trator might have sent out a few distress 
signals — or might even have run a mile in 
sheer fright ! 

Instead, Emery planned his schedule 
intelligently, worked out the problems ra- 
tionally, coped, somehow or other, with 
near-disasters such as the Sydney Cricket 
Ground floodlights fiasco and got the show 
on the road. 

We are not suggesting it was a one-man 
band effort organising the Championships. 

But 
if those Championships had been the dis- 
aster many critics expected, one man

John Margaritis’ resignation was well manufactured by the people 
who run the Greek-supported South Melbourne club, long before 
he gave them the parting note. 


His successor, Tommy Docherty, 
started his position at South Melbour- 
ne with success, and the Gunners’ 
supporters have made a saint of him. 

But while Margaritis had been given 
an option to work with Docherty as 
coach, he decided to resign for two 
reasons: 

1. Because he took the offer as a 
clever and diplomatic move by his 
committee to relegate him from to 
spot. By passing to him the “ball” of 
co-operation with Docherty they were 
expecting his resignation as the 
“return ball”. And this is because the 
committee knew very well his strong 
character, sensitivity and egoism. 

“Tf that proposal was made to me in 
ed cores T would be proud to work 
with a great manager like Tommy 
Docherty. But Australia is not Eng- 
land,” Margaritis said. 

2. The most important reason for 
his sudden resignation may be found 
in his exclusive interview with the 
Greek newspaper “New Country”, in 
which he said: “I am not the type of 
man to collect the balls.” 

He said those words perhaps be- 
cause he respects the sensitivity of the 
Australian press, who voted him Coa- 
ch of the Year in 1980. If he accepted 
his relegation and worked under 
Docherty the Soccer writers who 
voted him number one would have 
looked like poor judges. 


How much time was needed by the 
administrators to extract John Mar- 
garitis’ resignation is not known. What 
we do know is what Docherty admit- 
ted on his arrival at Sydney airport: 
“South Melbourne was the only club 
to approach me in England for a 
coaching position.”

“| trained very hard for 
him. I never knew what he 
really wanted. | feel he 
ruined any international 
career | may have had, He 
showed little interest in 
his players and was not 
an inspiring coach. He 
had no rapport with his 
squad players at all, and 
maybe that contributed to 
Australia’s ultimate 
downfall.” 

As I've mentioned be- 
fore, Rocky is a very quiet 
type of bloke, and, if you 
are not careful, you can 
miss just how deep this 
fellow really is.

LEAVE THE REF ALONE?!

We all know of the sideline referees who regularly advise the man in the middle what he is doing wrong 
and, to a large extent, this sort of good-natured banter is accepted as a matter of course. 


Providing it is kept to the 
good-natured level, this 
usually does not cause any 
difficulty or hardship. 

It is when the good- 
natured name calling rises 
above the accepted level of 
behaviour that it is time for 
clubs and associations to do 
something about it. 

Most of us who follow wo- 
men’s football know that the 
games are officiated by 
qualilfied referees who nor- 
mally have spent most of the 
previous day running the 
Centre at least twice and flag- 
ging the line probably more 
than that. 

Women's football is not yet 
that strong that it cannot re- 
quest help from male referees 
and linesmen. 

It is true that there are 
some very good women re- 
ferees officiating, such as 
Christine Martin, the young 
Sydney referee from the Can- 
terbury district who so ably 
assisted the top male referees 
from inter-state at the Na- 
tionals last year. But there 
are not enough of them. 

T once attended a netball 
game in which my daughter

was playing and, in true Soc- 
cer fashion, I commenced to 
barrack for her team. I was 
told very smartly that such 
comments were completely 
out-of-place and were nat 
permitted. 

Far be it for me to deny 
other sports their behaviour 
patterns and code for their 
‘spectators, but | must admit 
that healthy barracking, wi- 
thin bounds, is stimulating 
for the person looking on 
irrespective of whether the 
player can hear it or not. 
However, must we single out 
the one person who has less 
interest from an onlooker's 
point of view and more con- 
cern to see that all play is fair 
and above reproach? 

There is one Sydney wo- 
men’s soccer association at 
least that would seem to have 
this situation well under 
control 

There is a section in their 
constitution that makes all 
supporting spectators the re- 
sponsibility of the clubs play- 
ing the match. 

‘Abusive or insulting re- 
marks towards the referee 
other players or officials is 


just not tolerated. 

Teams or players in those 
teams found guilty of break- 
ing this clause can be fined or 
the team can lose two com- 
petition points AND be fined 
as well. “

YOUNG ‘MITCH’ 
STILL LEARNING

New Sydney City signing David Mitchell still 
has a lot to learn about top-grade Soccer. 

This was evident after he came out second best in his duel 
with Brisbane Lions stopper Col Bennett in the Slickers’ lucky 
1-0 win at Richlands, 

Mitchell, who went to Sydney from Adelaide City on a 
$30,000 transfer fee, failed to take note of the easé with which 
he could beat Bennett when the ball was on the ground and 
continued to try and outjump the former Socceroo in the air. 

Ttis hard to remember a ball Bennett did not win in the air. 

But there were three occasions when Mitchell moved away 
from Bennett, controlled the ball, then skinned the big 
defender. Had the youngster persisted with those tactics, 
Sydney City could well have got more goals. 

But as it was, the PSL champions had only two shots on 
target and that did not include the goal, Although the Slickers 
later claimed it should have been awarded to Nelio Borges, it

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WORLD SOCCER SHOTS 


The French Soccer Cup Final was won by 
Paris St Germain on penalties, defeating St 
Etienne. The two teams were locked at 1-1 after 
normal time and 2-2 after extra time was 
played. 

The match was watched by over 50,000 Frenchmen, 
including the President, Francois Mitterrand, at the 
Parc Des Princes Stadium. 

The St Etienne team was sparked by that magnifi- 
cent World Cup player, Michel Platini, who celebrated 
His last game in France with two goals. Platini has been 
signed by Italian 1982 champions, Juventus, for next 
season. (The move is detailed elsewhere on this page.) 

St Germain hit the front in the 57th minute with a 
goal from Toko, but Platini equalised in the 76th 
minute with a close-range shot. 

Platini cracked his second goal nine minutes into 
extra time, but Paris St Germain captain, Dominique 
Rocheteau, put the outcome beyond doubt again by 
equalising in the very last minute of extra-time. 

‘The match then was decided on penalties, and the 
Parisians won the final 6-5. 

Violence then broke out as thousands of fans in- 
vaded the pitch. There were only 24 policemen on duty 
inside the Stadium, as hundreds of others were 
stationed out in the city streets to protect shops and 
cafes against violence after the game, which was 
Preceded by heavy drinking by many spectators. 


ITALY 


Enzo Bearzot, Italy's World Cup manager, 
begins his Cup preparations in earnest this 
week in the town of Alassio, near Savona, on 
the Italian Riviera, where the squad will set up 
its training headquarters. 

The Italian Soccer Federation (F.I.G.C.), released a 
list of 40 players from which Bearzot will eventually 
select his final 22 players for Spain. 

Outstanding inclusions were strikers Altobelli and 
Beccalossi from Inter-Milan, midfielders Causio, Zac- 
carelli, Colomba and Mauro and defenders Contratto 
and Tassotti. 

Luciano Castellini, the in-form goalkeeper from 
Napoli, has also found his way onto the list. 

Bearzot is still hopeful of including his crack striker, 
Roberto Bettega, for the World Cup, although Bettega 
has had another knee operation, this time to adjust one 
of the replaced ligaments. 

Italian medical authorities are still holding great 
hopes for the player's speedy recovery. 


World Cup organisers in Spain have for the first 
time admitted that the tournament will fail to 
make a profit. 

The organisers now state that they need another $6 
million to meet unexpected expenses. They will-app- 
roach the Spanish government to authorise a special 
lottery to raise the extra outlay. 

They went on to say that they have had to buy many 
items from major spotting companies that were 
Provided free at other sporting events. 

Ticket sales abroad had also not been going as well 
as had been hoped for. 

Total security costings for the World Cup, spread 
over 36 matches, will blow out to some $27 million. 


Paris St Germain, who beat St Etienne in the 
French Cup Final, hope to sign for next season 
either Liam Brady, from Juventus, or England’s 
captain, Kevin Keegan, from Southampton. 

The Paris club had hoped to sign Michel Platini, the 
French World Cup captain from St Etienne, but were 
outbid by Italian outfit, Juventus. 

The Parisian club manager, Georges Peyroche, said: 
“Our victory in the French Cup Final has now enabled. 
us to be able to make a bid for either Brady or Keegan. 

“Keegan is very very popular here in France and has 
always enjoyed a very high respect,” Peyroche added. 


Simonetta Rizzato, better known as Mrs Pao- 
fo Rossi, last week announced she is expecting 
within a couple of months. 

The news has been received with much joy, not least 


by “Pablito”’, who hopes to be back in Italy from Spain 
in time to assist with the birth.

In this regard congratulations are in order for the 
Victorian coach, Tim White, for putting the specta- 
cle first and the result last, as it should be in games 
like this when there is nothing at stake. 

The Victorians did not resort to the negative 
tactics of previous State sides under former coach 
Len McKendry, thus allowing the game to flew and 
have it battled out on positive merits and skills.
